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CONFERRING ON THE TARIFF. 


The tariff bill has at length reached 
the Conference Committee, at whose 
hands the differences in the views of 
the Senate and House are to be recon- 
ciled—if possible. The conferees have 
held daily meetings during the past 
week, and considerable progress has 
been made, but it is not the number of 
paragraphs that have been passed up- 
on which may be accepted as an in- 
dication of an early completion of the 
labors of the committee, the struggle 
over a few, and especially those per- 
taining to glass,metals and sugar, may 
require more time for adjustment than 
all the others combined. The chem- 
ical schedule presented few difficulties 
as the conferees were disposed to ac- 
cept the Senate amendments, the only 
contention being over the duty to be 
levied on coal tar dyesand sulphuric 
acid. It is believed that the eonten- 
tion will result in a compromise based 
on concessions on articles of minor im- 
portance and that the Conference Com- 
mittee will thus be enabled to complete 
its labors this week, and present its re- 
port for final action on the part of both 
houses of Congress. When the rates 
are adjusted there will still remain the 
designation of the date when the new 
tariff law shall go into effect, and of 
the time to be allowed for the with- 
drawal of goods in bond at the present 
rates of duty. The Aldrich reciprocity 
amendment has been adopted by the 
Conference Committee, but Senator 
Plumb’s amendment providing for a 
permanent tariff commission has not 
been acted upon, and it is intimated 
that the amendment is not regarded 
favorably by members from the House. 
While it is probable that the report of 
the committee, when subwmitted, will 
promptly be adopted by both houses, 
still there is possibility of a hitch which 
may retard the passage of the bill. 
The time for protests, appeals and pet- 
itious may now be said to have passed, 
and those which have not already been 
forwarded will reach the committee 
too late for consideration. Indeed it 
is said that the Conference Committee 
has paid little heed to those that have 
been received. 


THE WINDOW GLASS POOL. 


After several abortive attempts, the 
western manufacturers of window 
glass have at length organized a pool, 
in which the product of the various 
factories included in the arrangement 
will be placed for sale at a uniform 
price to be fixed by the powers that 
be. The pool isto be known as the 
American Window Glass Company, un- 
der which name it was incorporated 
in Springfield, Il]., on Wednesday last. 
The capital stock is $400,000, which is to 
be subscribed by the owners of eight 
hundred pots, either in cash or its 
equivalent in glass. The new organi- 
zation will not at once assume control 
of the market, but until Oct. 15 the 
factories will operate individually, al- 
though each manufacturer is pledged 
not to sell below the present inside 
quotation, which is eighty and ten per 
cent discount from the list that was 
adopted last March. 

It will be noticed that this consoli- 
dation does not include all of the man- 
ufacturers in the United States, and 
is radically different from the plan 
proposed a year ago and outlined in 
these columns at the time. It does, 
however, control over one-half of the 
preducing capacity of the country, in- 
cluding the big works in Pittsburg 
and vicinity, and undoubtedly has 
sufficient influence to control the bal- 
ance of the trade. In fact, the United 
Glass Company, which represents a 
capacity of some three hundred pots, 
will, it is understood, work in accord 
with the new pool, and between them 
they will, no doubt, be able to keep 
the outside interests in line. The man- 
ufacturers who are not yet identified 
with either of these great consolida~ 
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tions are those whose factories are 
located in New Jersey and Baltimore, 
representing about three hundred and 
twenty pots, and the Rice interest in 
the West controlling some fifty pots. 
The one or two Southern factories, as 
yet, are not to be considered. 

The plans and scope of the new pool 
are thus described by our Western 
advices: Each manufacturer will sub- 
scribe for five shares of the stock at 
the par value of $100 each, for every 
pot in his factory. As soon as the 
stock is all subscribed a ten days’ 
notice will be given to each subscriber 
of a meeting to be held in Chicago to 
elect a board of directors. At this 
meeting a series of by-laws, already 
agreed upon, will be adopted, and the 
various stockholders will sign agree- 
ments binding themselves to sell all of 
their product for a term of thirteen 
months to the American Glass Com- 
pany. The principal office of the new 
concern will be in Pittsburg. and it 
will have no control over the produc- 
tion of the various factories, except 


that given by the various stockholders 


in the agreement to sell it all of their 
glass. 

While the scheme receives the en- 
dorsement of many of the principal 
manufacturers, as about the only 
feasible means for placing the trade on 
a secure basis, there is naturally some 
objection to it from some of those who 
tacitly gave it their support at the 
meeting in Chicago last Tuesday and 
Wednesday. The shares are not all 
subscribed to yet and it is possible that 
these objections may yet prevent its 
consummation. At any rate there is 
hardly any possibility of a change in 
market conditions until the middle of 
next month. Even some of the most 
enthusiastic look upon the American 
Glass Comany as a temporary expedi- 
ent, and the ultimate result of the 
movement is apparently one of great 
uncertainty. 
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OPIUM AND THE TARIFF. 


The interested portion of the drug 
trade has discovered that no special 
provision is made in the new tariff 
measure for what is varriously known 
as ‘“‘standardized,” ‘‘pudding” or *‘Bos- 
ton” opium, and the question is raised 
as to what duty this somewhat anom- 
alous article will pay when the bill 
becomes law. As to the position of 
pudding opium in its relation to the 
natural gum two views are held in 
trade. Some contend that it is equal 
in all respects to natural opium, if not 
preferable to it for some purposes, and 
that it is equally entitled to be con- 
sidered crudeand be admitted free of 
duty. Others, and a more numerous 
class believe that it is an open question 
as to whether it will be admitted free 
or made to pay duty,owing to the pro- 
cess of manipulation it undergoes be- 
fore reaching the consumer. 

If ‘‘standardized”or‘‘ pudding” opium 
is to be dutiable under the new taiff, 
it becomes interesting to know what 
rate of duty it must pay. Outside of 
the free list, which provides only for 
crude, unmanufactured and unadulter- 
ated opium, containing nine per cent 
or over of morphia, only one other 
special provision is made for gum op- 
ium and that provides for ‘‘opium con- 
taining less than nine per cent of mor- 
phia,” (Schedule A. paragraph 47) 
which is dutiable at the rate of twelve 
dollars per pound. Obviously this 
paragraph does not provide for stan- 
dardized opium, asunder the present 
law opium testing less than nine per 
cent is not admitted, and consequently 
what is here know as ‘‘standardized” 
‘‘pudding” or ‘‘Boston” must of neces- 


| sity test higher than the limit fixed by 


that law. 

If under the new law standardized 
opium is not admitted free, as some 
claim it should be, (since no opium is, 
strictly speaking, crude or unmanufac- 
tured,) it must either pay ten per cent 
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ad valorem under the general clause in 
Schedule A, providing for uuenumer- 
ated articles, or twelve dollars per 
pound, under the simulitude clause, 
Section 5. A duty of ten per cent 
would render it unsaleable in compe- 
tition with the natural opium except 
possibly in the time of great scarcity 
of the latter, while the twelve dollar 
per pound duty would very effectually 
keep it out of the market under any 
circumstances. In either event a boom 
would be given to the home produc- 
tion of manipulated opium and the con- 
sumer would not even have such pro- 
tection against low test goods as the 
present law affords. 

The majority of the leading houses 
in the trade have ceased to handle 
“pudding” opium on account of the 
frauds upon consumers that have been 
perpetrated under that name, as well 
as the titles of ‘‘ Boston” and “‘ stand- 
ardized.” Yet these are imported, 
grades of opium that are perhaps 
more suitable for the jobbing trade 
than the so-called natural gum, under 
the designation of ‘‘ pudding” or 
‘** standardized,” and there is no ques- 
tion that these meet and often ex- 
ceed the pharmacopoeia requirements. 
There is a demand for these goods 
which must be supplied, and should 
the customs’ appraisers decide that 
pudding opium is not entitled to free 
entry, and their opinion is endorsed 
by the Treasury Department, this 
branch of the trade is in danger of 
being relinquished entirely to unscru- 
pulous people. Consumers will there- 
by be the losers and the danger to 
public health will be greatly increased. 
While it is preferable that all adulter- 
ated articles should be kept out of the 
country, it is better that opium stand- 
ing the required pharmacopcoia test, 
whether claimed to be sophisticated or 
not, should be admitted free of duty, 
than that a special incentive should 
be given to the home production of 
a highly adulterated commodity. It 
is not at all likely however, that those 
who import the best grades of ‘‘ pud- 
ding” opium will submit to the pay- 
ment of any duty under the new law, 
without fully testing the matter, and 
the trade will await the issue with in- 
terest. 
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BUCKEYE CERTIFICATES. 


It is now a little more than a month 
since trading in Buckeye Pipe Line 
certificates was begun on the several 
exchanges, a time, although short, 
sufficient to give indications as to the 
effect on the speculative markets and 
to judge of the probable ultimate pop- 
ularity of these securities. Thecauses 
which prompted the exchanges to ask 
the Buckeye Pipe Line Company to 
issue certificates for the oil in its pos- 
session, that it might be available for 
speculative trading purposes, are 
doubtless familiar to most of our read- 
ers. The business of the several ex- 
changes had been decreasing during 
the past three years, and during the 
latter half of last year and the first 
months of the present year at so rapid 
a rate that the members of the ex- 
changes were prompted to seek some 
means through which new life could 
be infused, and to prevent the appar- 
ently threatened extinguishment of 
petroleum speculation. As early as 
last April the REPORTER pointed out 
the feasibility of listing certificates for 
Ohio crude, but the members of the 
exchanges, especially in the West, 
were averse tosucha scheme. Later 
we pointed out the groundlessness of 
the fears of those traders who were 
also producers, and the plan begun to 
find favor. In his annual report to 
the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum 
Exchange last June, President Wilson 
referred to the matter in these words: 
“There are many reasons why this 
step should be taken at the earliest 
date possible, for it will do much to- 
wards reviving a business whieh 
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disastrous competition which is often 
caused through petty jealousy and a 
desire to lead the market. 
not realized a fair manufacturers’ pro- 
fit for some years, according to evi- 
dence furnished, and the manufactur- 
ers have been looking for a scheme 
which would guarantee some relief 
from the cutting evil. The pruning

The agitation of the 
question resulted in a meeting of 
representatives of the exchanges com- 
posing the Conference of Exchanges at 
which the matter was throughly con- 
sidered and a unaminous request made 
to the Buckeye Pipe Line Company to 
issue certificates for Ohio crude, and 
thus save the speculative petroleum 
trading from extinction. The request 
was complied with, and the certificates 
issued on the 18th. ult. In the mean- 
time the brokers and other operators 
on the several exchanges were impa- 
tient for the change which they firmly 
believed would inaugurate an era of 
prosperity, and it was thought that as 
soon as the certificates were ready 
speculative trading would experience 
a‘*‘boom”. What has been the effect ? 
After the first few days, when transac- 
tions were largely of an experimental 
character and prompted by various 
motives on the part of the professional 
operators on the exchanges, business 
decreased, and it was found that the 
public had less confidence in the Buck- 
eye certificates than it had in those of 
Pennsylvania oil. Possibly the course 
of the market, as influenced by the 
professionals,has had much to do with 
fostering this distrust. Whatever the 
cause, the public has not taken kindly 
to the new certificates, and trading on 
the several exchanges has latterly been 
as dull as before the Buckeyes were 
listed. The course of the market has 
also been a sore disappointment to the 
producers in Ohio, who were enthusia- 
stic for the issuance of certificates un- 
der the confident belief that higher 
prices would be the result. That the 
speculative price should persistently 
rule four cents below the price paid by 
the refiners was not believed possible, 
even when the decline came, as it was 
believed to be merely the temporary 
effect of speculative manipulation, and 
an upward movement would surely 
follow. Even now the course of the 
market seems inexplicable and the 
course of the low prices incomprehen- 
sible to those who have not studied 
the situation and closely watched the 
conditions affecting the market. The 
question naturally arises, has the listing 
of Buckeye certificates proven a failure 
as a plan to revive speculative interest? 
We are inclined to amore hopeful view 
than the query suggests. The decad- 
ence had been of gradual, but none 
the less certain, growth, and it may be 
too much to expect that the remedy 
applied should accomplish the result 
hoped for in so short a time.

ican until within the last few years, but a 
very large proportion of present supplies 
comes from Russia. The imports of kerosene 
into London and the chief ports of the United 
Kingdom during 1889 amounted to 1,116,205 
barrels of United States oil, and 771,227 bar- 
rols of Russian oil. During the same period 
the out-turn of mineral oil for use in lamps by 
the Scottish Shale Oil Companies probably 


amounted to about 500,090 barrels.” 


At Summerland, a suburb of Santa Barbara. 
Cal., three months ago a two-inch well, put 
down for sulphur water, struck a atrong flow 
of gas, which has since heen used for lighting 
and domestic purposes in Summerland. About 
three weeks ago a syndicate of Santa Burbara 
and San Lu‘s Obispo capitalists leased the pro- 
perty, and commenced to put down aten-inch 
pipe. Gasin considerable quantities was struck 
at 28 and 34 feet, according to Pacific Lumber- 
man, and ata depth of 49 feet a gusher was 


struck. The noise was so great that it could 


be heard for blocks, and the flow could not be 
capped. It is estimated that the daily flow is 
at least 3,000,000 feet, exceeding any well west 


of the Mississippi river. 


The Excelsior Oil Works at Cleveland was 
destroyed by fire Monday morning. The fire 
was caused by sparks from a passing loco- 


motive falling upon the roof of the barrel 
house—the department where the refined oil 
igs stored in barrels, The roof caught, and 
goon the fire was among the barrels of oil. In 
succession it attacked the wax works, storage 


tanks, bleaching house, ag‘tator house, filter 


house, pump house and blower house, and 
burned them up. The tanks, half a dozen in 
number, burned without exploding. In the 
yards on the railroad switch were several tank 
cars, some of them filled. The fire communi- 
cated to them and one of them exploded. The 
loss will be $50,000 and the insurance is $35,000, 


Capt. Griffen, of the schooner Lizzie Griffen, 
recently lost on the Grand Bank, reports that 
the storm in which his vessel was lost, al- 
though of short duration was one of the se- 
verest he ever experienced. The vessel 
weathered the storm for six hours, when she 
was boarded by a heavy sca, throwing her 
bottom up, so that no one was able to get out 
of the cabin or forcastie until the eparsa broke 
off, when she righted. Those who were able 
took to the pumps and made every effort to 
free their vessel, as she was nearly half full 
of water. A barrel of kerosene oil was 
brought into use, and by continually pouring 
it in the lee scuppers, the sea was smoothed. 
This was probably the means of keeping their 
vessel from foundering. 


According toa report of the Russian Fin- 
ance Minister, both the production and ex- 
port of Baku oil products continue to grow. 
In the five first months of the present year 
Russia exported 22,720,000 pood of naphtha, or 
7,561,000 poods more than in the corresponding 
period of 1889. It should, however, be re- 
marked that of this so-called naphtha 17,320,000 
poods weight was refined kerosene, Russia 
itself took 53,150,000 poods of naphtha, 5,200,- 
000 of this being refined kerosene and 40,850,- 
000 phoos residuals. Upon the competion of 
the Wladikawkas-Baku railway a further 
important development of the naphtha trade 
isexpected. Valuable naphtha springs have 
lately been discovered on Sakhalin Island,and 
a company has been formed to work them, 


Concerning the various attempts in Tyler 
county the Sistervill, W. Va., Democrat says: 
The well on the Corbitt farm is down about 
1,400 feet and will soon strike the oil sand that 
has been found above town. The report that 
oil has been found in the well at Centerville 
and the well boarded up for the time and 
abandoned, proves on investigation to have 
been false. They are still drilling and are 
very much pleased over the prospects. The 
Metropolitan Oil Company leased Mrs, Eliza 
Williamson’s farm above town Monday, pay- 
ing her a bonus of $16 a month in advance,and 
will give her one-cighth of the oil when it is 
found on the premises. A show of oil bas 
been found in the Russell well about a mile 
above Sistersville at a depth of 1,700 feet. 


What is said to be the largest gas well ever 
struck in the neighborhood came in last week 
on the Thompson farm, three miles from Keat- 
ing’s, in the Perrysville district. The well is 
owned by Dr. M. J. E. Moore, James B. Sipe, 
Esq., and Fred Waldschmidt. They have 119 
acres in the piece, and put down the well as a 
wildcat to test it. Operations were begun last 
June and continued with the usual difficulties 
throughout the summer, and when the gas 
was reached tney had gone toa depth of 2,055 
feet. When the bit went into the gas rock, 
the pressure blew the sand and stone far above 
the derrick and carried away the crown pulley. 
The tools were drawn and the pressure gauged, 
when she showed 70 pounds to the square 
inch, about 200 more than any weil in the vic- 
inity has yet shown. Itis impossible to shut 
her in, and the roar and noise of the escaping 
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gas can be distinctly heard at Keating's, three 
miles away. 


An interesting application of the Priestman 
petroleum engine has just been made at the 
Coreewall lighthouse, Firth of Clyde,Scotland, 
where this motor has been adopted for work- 
ing the fog signal apparatus which has just 
been erected there. The signal, according to 
Engineering, is produced by a siren,and it is to 
supply compressed air for this that the petro- 
leum engine has been adopted, From the cir- 
cumstances of the case,steam could not be used 
and hot-air engines so frequently used In 
light. houses are cumbrous, while if gas en- 
zines are used it is necessury to fit up a gas 
distilling apparatus, which again takes up a 
good deal of room. The engines at Corsewall 
are three in number, and of five-horse power 
each. They use the same heavy petroleum 
that is used for light-house lamps, and hence 
there is no danger of an explosion occurring 
as there would if benzoline or naphtha was 
used. The engines, of which one is a reserve 
in case of a breakdown, drive a set of com- 
pressors through a helical gearing. 


A trip through the North St. Mary’s fleld on 
the north bank of St. Marys reservoir,says the 
Lima Times, tends to increase the belief that 
the time is not far distant when the land now 
occupied by water will be drained and some 
of the best territory in Ohio developed. Al- 
ready the restless and pushing producer has 
got his wells as near the water edge as is con- 
sistent with protecting lines, and not getting 
the rig on somebody else’s territory. Knoppen- 
berger, a St. Marys German who has struck it 
rich with three wells on atenacre triangular 
shape piece of land, has all his steam lines up 
on piles, Knoppenberger’s three wells are 
making over 1,200 bbls, the lowest of which is 
doing 300 bbls. being 300 feet from high water 
mark, and the other two 25 feet. East of this 
Elyea, Apple and Gray have a rig up within 
100 feet of the water line. The Ohio's Swigart 
1, one location west of Knoppenberger is do- 
ing 50U bbls. and No, 2 on the same lease, that 
started at 500 two months ago is now putting 
out 250, Both these well are only 50 feet from 
the water edge. Westof this, rapid develop- 
ments are being made, one over into Mercer 
county, there being two wells just across the 
line that are making 10 and 2) bbis, respec- 
tively. The bulk of the leases on the north 
bank, west of Knoppenberger are owned by 
the Ohio, and they have two rigs up on the 
Blue farm, one on the Ferguson, another lo- 
cated, a: d one drilling. These wells vary from 
200 to within 30 feet of the water. Nearly all 
this land is in litigation, some of it having 
from two to three and four leases on it.

After the Profits of Hostetter’s 
Bitters. 


A bill in equity was filed last week in Pitts- 
burg by John H. Hoofslitler and Christian 
Stoner, surviving executors of Jacob Hostet- 
ter, against D. Herbert Hostetter, adminis- 
trator of David Hostetter, and Charles W. 
Cooper, executor of George W. Smith. The 
bill claims that the recipe for Hostetter’s 
Stomach Bitters belongs to the estate of 
Jucob Hostetter and asks the court to compel 
the defendants to pay to it all the profits de- 
rived by Hostetter & Smith from its manufac- 
ture and sale, ’ 

It is stated that Jacob Hostetter, of East 
Hempfield, Lancaster county, died on March 
26, 1858. The plaintiffs and David Hostetter 
were the executors of his will. David Hustet- 
ter and George 8S. Smith were partners under 
the firm name of Hostetter & Smith, doing 
business for years in Pittsburg. Smith died 
October 30, 1884, and Hostetter died Novem- 
ber 6, 1888. Jacob Hostetter, it was stated, 
owned a valuable recipe for the manufacture 
of bitters. The recipe was a secret one. 
After the death of Jacob Hostetter, David 
Hostetter and Smith unlawfully assumed to 
have the exclusive contract of the recipe and 
manufactured and sold bitters in all the mar- 
kets of the world, the sales aggregating mil- 
lions of dollars. 

This recipe, it is asserted, is the exclusive 
property of the estate of Jacob Hostetter, and 
David Hostetter and Smith had no right to 
use it, Within the last year the plaintiffs

learned that Hostetter & Smith used the 
recipe in pursnance of an alleged assignment 
of it to David Hostetter by Jacob Hostetter 
on February 17, 1858. No such valid assign- 
ment, it is claimed, was ever made. If there 
was an assignment the bill states it was ob- 
tained by fraud, because at that time Jacob 
Hostetter was weak-minded and an imbecile 
and unfit to transact any business. 

The court is now asked to declare the 
assignment void, order the defendants to re- 
turn the recipe and have an accounting of all 
the profits realized from its use and direct

Duty on Malt Extract, 


The Treasury Department is in receipt ofa 
letter submitting the appeal of Messrs, Otis, 
Clapp & Son from assessment of duty, at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under T, I., 93, 
as a medicinal preparation, on certain “malt 
extract,” imported May 8, 1890, protest filed 
July 3 last, the appellants claiming that said 
malt extract as imported is not in any sense a 
medicinal preparation, but a food product, 
and as such properly dutiable at the rate of 20 
per cent. ad valorem as a non-enumerated 
manufactured article, under section 2,513, Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, 
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Arriving at Grand Point Hotel at noon a 
splendid dinner was enjoyed, and a steam 
yacht was provided to convey the members to 
the fishing ground, and the entire afternoon 
devoted the sport of black bass and pike fish- 
ing.

Nitrate of Soda and its Uses. 


It has been a much discussed question fora 
number of years, as to the most feasible plan 
of educating the farmers of this country, in 
the proper use of nitrate of soda for fertil- 
izing purposes and at various periods it has 
been stated through the press and by consuls, 
that the government of Chili were about to 
donate a sum of money for the purpose of 
sending competent agents to that country 
for that object. The matter dragged along 
however, and with it the apparent accus- 
tomed apathy of that government, nothing 
tangible was accomplished. Not satisfied 
with the manner in which the subject way 
being carried on, Mr. F. B. Nichols of this city 
went to work.with a view to reviving interest 
in the matter, and endeavored to have a sum 
of money offered for a prize essay on the use 
of the article, which had been tried with de- 
cided success some time previous in Europe. 
In his first attempt Mr. Nichols was thwarted, 
for certain reasons, and the subject was 
dropped for the time being. Not content 
with his failure he again set to work, and to 
his surprise found that those who had pre- 
viously oppesed his plan, were apparently 
only too glad to co-operate with him. Acting 
upon advice Mr. Nichols wrote to influential 
parties abroad and asa result he succeeded in 
securing an appropriation. Mr. Joseph Har-

This opinion isin harmony with the repeat- 
ed decisions of this Department involving 
similar questions, and is, therefore, concurred 
in by this Department, it being understoud, 
however, that the principle involved in De- 
partment’s decision of May 15, 1885, is not 
hereby affected. 

The appeal being, therefore, well taken, the 
excessive duty exacted will be refunded.

Short Existence of a Medicine Com- 
pany.

the editors of the American Agriculturalist, 
was selected to perform the work, and this 
gentleman has written an exhaustive pam- 
phiet, which covers the subject in a thorough 
and concise manner. In the introduction to 
his work, Mr. Harris says: 

“Farmers and gardeners sometimes express 
surprise that agricultural chemists talk so 
much about nitrogen. When it is known, 
however, that of all the organic matter of 
plants and manures—in other words, all the 
matter which is driven off by burning—the 
only ele:uent of any direct value as plant food 
is nitrogen, it will be readily seen that nitro- 
gen is entitled to even greater attention than 
it at present receives. 

“Farmers and gardeners and fruit growers 
fully recognize the value of barn-yard ma- 
nure. Inatonof ordinary manure, contain- 
ing 75 per cent. of water, there is 1,275 pounds 
of organic matter and 225 pounds of ash. Ex- 
cept for its mechanical and indirect benefit to 
the soil, allthe manurial value of this 1,275 
pounds of orvanic matter is due to the nitro- 
gen which it contains. Is it any wonder 
therefore, that we hear s0 much about nitro- 
gen? 

A little over forty years ago it was claimed 
that the chief value of manure was due to the 
mineral matter or ashes that it contained. To 
test this matter in a practical way, Mr. Lawes 
the first year of his since celebrated experi- 
ments on wheat at Rothamsted, applied 14 
tons of barn-yard manure on one plot and on 
an adjoining plot, the ashes of 14 tons of baru- 
yard manure. The result was as follows: 

1. No manure, 15 bushels wheat per acre. 

2. 14 tons barn-yard minure, 0% bushels 
wheat per acre. 

8. The ashes of 14 tons of barn-yard manure 
14% bushels wheat per acre. 

Since then it has been shown conclusively, 
as we said before, that all there is of actual 
value as plant-food in the large mass of or- 
ganic matter which we apply in bern-yard 
manure, is the nitrogen which it contains. 

Furthermore, it has been proved that, for 
at least many of our crops, the nitrogen must 
b2 converted into nitric acid and the nitric 
acid into nitrate before it furnishes appropri- 
ate food for plants. 

The importance of nitrate of soda as a ma- 
nure, therefore, is obvious. 

We have used nitrate of soda for years on 
our own farm. There is nota crop we grow 
that does not almost ins antly show a decided 
benefit from its application. In saying this, 
however,it does not foilow that its application 
is alike profitable on all crops. The profit de- 
pends very much on the price of the produce. 
Unfortunately, farm produce is low; but great 
as has been the reduction in the price of farm 
produce, the reduction in the price of nitrate 
of soda has been still greater. 

in his celebrated paper read before the So- 
ciety of Artein 1877, Mr. (now Sir) John B 
Lawes, certainly the most distinguished agri- 
cuiturist of the age, said: “A future genera- 
tion of British farmers will doubtless hear 
with some surprise that at the close of the 
manure season of 1876, there were 40,000 tons 
of nitrate of soda in our docks which could 
not find purchasers, although the price did 
not exceed $60 or $65 per ton.” A future gen- 
eration of American farmers will doubtless 
read with surprise that a decade or more later, 


though offered at a still lower price, not a 
bundred tons a year, all told, were used in the 
United States as manure, 

The reason ao few have heretofore used nit- 
rate in this country is not because it is un- 
profitable, but simply because its merits are 
unknown, and because dealers in fertilizers do 
not keep it for gale. 

We have said that nitrate-of soda will bene- 
fic nearly every crop we grow, but it does not 
foliow from this that it is equally profitable 
on all crops. Itis precisely here that those 
who use nitrate for the first time are likely to 
fail. They will be apt to use it on corn or 
some other cheap product. Nitrate, theoreti- 
cally, ‘if needed), will increase a crop of corn 
as much as it will a crop of wheat, but the 
corn will not sell in market, on the aversge, 
for more than one-half as much per 100 pounds 
as the wheat, And so of oats and barley. The 
nitrate, other things being equal, will increase 
the crop of oats as much as the crop of bar- 
ley, but with us, good bariey for malting pur- 
poses often selis for double the price of oats 
per 10! pounds. 

Nitrate of soda knows nothing about prices 
and but little about “bushels.” It will do its 
duty faithfully and proaptly without regard 
to market reports. 

It seems strange that this question of the 
value of the produce has received so little at- 
tention. We have a parallel case in regard to 
renting land. The proprietor furnishes the 
land and half the seed, the tenant does all the 
work and gives the land owner half the crop 
A crop of barley, oats or wheat can be sown 
and harvested with less than half the labor re- 
quired by acrop of potatoes or roots. And 
yet we have rarely met a tenant who took 
this point into consideration. 

Part of a field would be put into barley and 
part into corn and part into potatoes and part 
into roots. He did not understand that, if he 
got a good crop, he paid the land owner double 
and treble, and sometimes four or five times 
the rent for anacre of roots or potatoes as 
for an acre of barley or oats or wheat. 


Nitrate of soda has been not unfrequently 
used with as little thought. 

It will increase the productiveness of nearly 
every crop that is grown. But there is great 
difference in the profitableness of its applica- 
tion. And this not so much owiug to any 
market difference in the effect produced as to 
the price that can be obtained for the crop. 


And here again there is much misconcep- 
tion. Wesell by the bushel. A bushel of 
oats weighs 32 lbs.; a bushel of barley 48 lbs; a 
bushel of corn 56 Ibs., and a bushel of wheat 
60 lbs. As we said before, nitrate of soda 
knows nothing of commercial measure or 
bulk. And it is equally true that weight 
alone is misleading. A commercial bushel of 
potatoes weight as much as a bushel of wheat, 
but the bushel of potatoes is four-fifths water, 
and it ought to be, and is. as easy to grow five 
bushels of potatoes as one bushel of wheat, 
And yet it is not uncommon for a bushel of 
potatoes to command as high a price as a 
bushel of wheat. Nitrate of soda knows noth- 
ing about these peculiarities of the market; 
intelligent farmers. however, should study the 
subject and be this prepared to apply the 
nitrate where it is likely to return the most 


money. 
Nitrate of soda can be used with great 
protit. . 


Nitrogen is the most costly ingredient of 
manures, One thousand lbs. of stable manure 
rarely contains more than 5 lbs. of nitrogen. 


We will not say that no plant can grow in a 
soil destitute of nitrogen, but it may be safely 
armed that no profitable crop can be grown, 
unless the soil itself or the manure which is 
used, contains nitrogen. This is an admitted 
fact. 

It has been asserted that the soil contains 
all the nitrogen that plants need, and that if 
we have poor crops it is owing to a lack of the 
mineral or ash constituents of plants. 


There are soils, undoubtedly, which contain 
nitrogen enough to give us fair crops, with or 
without the aid of mineral fertilizers. But 
maximum crops are rarely, if ever, produced 
for any length of time without the direct or 
indirect application of nitrogen. 

By maximum crops, we mean an amount of 
produce which the season is capable of pro- 
ducing. In some seasons, 25 bushels of wheat 
per acre isa maximum crop; while in’ other 
seasons, the same land, the same manure, the 
same variety and the same treatment will pro- 
duce 50 bushels per acre. 

In England, those farmers who use large 
quantities of manure frequently fail to get 
large crops of wheat from lack of sunshine; in 
America we have pienty of sun, but we rarely 
get as large crops as are grown in England. 
Why? 

Imferfect tillage, want of drainage, late 
sowing, and weeds, greatly reduce our crops; 
but on well managed farms, the reason our 
crops do not come up to the English standard 
is, essentially, the want of available nitrogen 
in the soil.

Our influence has been 
felt at Washington in matters of legislation, 
such as the Torrey bankrupt bill, tariff, etc, 
and yet our work has only been begun. The 
ever changing condition of trade bring new 
questions to the front requiring united action 
for their solution. Among those now demand. 
ing attention is a uniform price list on “mixed 
paints.” 

During the early part of the present year, 
son after the annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Association an effort was made to effect an 
advanee in the price of mixed paints, A 
careful computation showed that it cost 
about twenty cents per gal. more to map 
ufacture what is known to the trade as first 
quality of paints over what it did during 
1886-87, while the advance in the selling price 
had been from 5 to 10c. per gal. only. 

The same condition 2f things existsat the 
present time. While individual firms have 
advanced their prices slightly there has been 
no concert of action. Otjection was made 
that the recommendation of the National a 
sociation came too late, price lists had been 
issued, salesmen instructed and some orden 
entered. These objections can not hold god 
for the coming year, and the necessity for 
higher prices is more apparent than ever be 
fore. The high price of flaxseed does ni 
indicate extremely low prices for linseed dl 
in the immediate future. High-priced ol 
means high prices for jipans and varnishes 
With pig jJead approaching five cents wec! 
not lock for cheap dry lead. 

From patriotic motives our legislators 
endeavoring to develop the tin industey of 
this country by raising the duty on im 
tin. Should the McKinley bill becomes 4", 
as it now stands, whi-h is very probable, wil 
it may be a good thing for our “infant indu- 
tries,” it means to the paint manufacturer 
higher prices for tin cans, which additional 
cost must come out of his profit, if there’ 
any left, or the consumer must be asked 
share a portion of the burden. 

While we should have higher prices fot 
mixed paints, we should also have & uniform 
list so that the great annoyance arising from 
such a variety ef prices on whites and the ex 
pensive shades, snch as green, maroon, veraill 
ion, etc., may be avoided. 

Higher prices for mixed paints § : 
clude tloor paints which, owing to severe om 
petition and the impression which prevails 
some extent, that anything is sood en0 
for a floor, are being sold at prices affording 
little if any profit to the manufacturer.

An Untapped Natural Gas Stratum. 


Prof. Francis C. Phillips, of the Western 
University, Alleghany, has been for a long 
time experimenting on natural gas with a 
view of cbtaining some definite knowledge of 
the origin and nature of this apparently un- 
certain substance. Recently he s:id: 


“The analyses that IT have made of many 
samples of gas obtained in different parts ot 
the country indicate that the gas is either 
formed in the same place or under similar 
conditions, The slight differences in thes 
samples probably result from local conditions 
to which the gas is subject before it reaches 
surface. There is no doubt that gas is a stored 
product and must therefore become exhausted 
at some time. 


“At Fredonia, N. Y., in Indiana and Western 
Ohio gas has been struck in the lime stone 
stratum. At all of the above places this lime- 
stone stratum rises close to the surface of the 
earth an between the two sections of dips be- 
low the sand in which gas is being found in 
Bennsylvania and other intermediate sections, 
This leaves little room for doubt that there is 
another vast reservoir beneath the one from 
which gas is being drawn in Pennsylvania. It 
is not at all probable that the gas goes from 
one stratum to another where the two strata 
touch. It is difficult to estimate what depth 
this limestone stratum lies in Pennsylvania, 
owing to the dips and rises, which it probably 


has. This by no means makes the limcstone 
stratum inaccessible. 

“On account Of the many points at which 
natural gas has been struck it is likely that 
many lower strata besides the one in which 
operations are being carried oa contain the 


gas.”

The first year in which any notice of this 
staple appeared in the custon house resurns 
was 1874, when 7,935 cases were imported to 
the value of £5,420. From that time the trade 
has steadily increased until the present date, 
The consumption of mineral oils is slowly 
spreading througLout the capital towards the 
interior, and is fast superceding that of veze- 
table oils, which formed once the only illum- 
inating agencies of the people. The tins of oil 
are carried by Chinese hawkers by water up 
the numerous streams to the provincial towns 
and both tins and oil are sold retail amongst 
the poorer classes, the tins being used iu car- 
rying water, and even in many instances 
forming, when joined, patchwork protections 
to the wooden sides of the floating houses on 


the river banks.

CHICAGO LETTER. 





[Special correspondence of the OIL, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPOKTER. | 
CHICAGO, Sept. 21, 1690. 

The condition of the linseed oil market may 
be justly described as anamalous. In the first 
place, the volume of trade for the current 
month has been litterally without precedent. 
Never in the h‘story of the western trade has 
the demand been 80 active, not even in May 
andJune. Nor does inquiry appear to be con- 
fined to any one class, its universality consti 
tuting one of its most pronounced features. 
This activity is attributable to two causes, 
The stocks of oil in the hands of grinders, 
jobbers and consumers has been allowed to 
run very low, besides which the dry weather 
of the past few weeks has been specially 
favorable to outside work, and every one 
seems to take advantage of it. At the same 
time no one is buying in larger quantities 
than are need to supply immediate wants, 
and in the explanation of this circumstance it 
isto be found the second (and most) extra- 
ordinfry feature of the market. 

It has long been the policy of the combina- 
tion (and for that matter of western mills gep- 
erally) to refuse to sell oil for future delivery. 
Yet at present buyers are informed that they 
may purchase October linseed at lower figures 
than those ruling for spot oil. Naturally, 
purchasers are taking only what they need. 
The reason of this policy is not explained 
but it is supposed to be discoverable in the 
fact that the National Company is disposed to 
meet the independent crushers half way should 
the latter adhere to their originally avowed 
policy of precipitating a contest. 

At present everything points toward an im- 
mediate advance. The sharp ris2 in seed, the 
activity of the oil market and the present 
slowness of the movement in cake, all justify 
it. Moreover, the supply of oil in the West is 
unquestionably light. Although practically 
all the mills owned by the combination are 
running, the new product cannot, of course, 
be marketed at present, and the available stock 
islow. It may be set down as a moral cer- 
tainty that next week will witness higher 
prices, and yet it is equally well assured that 
this advance will be followed by a decline 
probably somewhere near the first of the 
month, 

The principal independent mill, around 
which seem to center the hopes of those crush- 
ers who are “outside the fold,” has not yet 
commenced operations and the date of its 
opening continues shrouded in mystery. 

The most interesting topic of conver- 
sation this week in linseed oil circles 
has been the excited condition of the 
flaxseed market. Loud and deep have been 
the invectives heaped upon the heads of the 
combination, who are charged with attempted 
“covering,” with bad faith toward the grow- 
ers,and with a long category of minor offences, 
As nearly as can be ascertained, the true in- 
wardness of the situation would seem tobe 
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about as follows: The National Linseed Oil 
Company succeeded in getting a tight grip on 
all the seed necessary for their own use and a 
good deal more. It is said that they contract- 
ed with the farmers to pay the latter a small 
advance over Chicago prices (less freight, of 
course) the quotation in this market to be 
based on the price at which the largest num- 
ber of bushels was sold on any given day. Tho 
independent mills naturally wanted to get 
their seed at the lowest price possible and as 
much reliable (?) information as to the amount 
of feed grown was disseminated and as the 
prospect was that the crop would be an unu- 
sually large one they determined to sell future 
deliveries short, expecting thus to compell 
the combination popularly known as_ tle 
“trust” toload up early with seed at prices 
they would dictate by bidding up the initial 
market when they would depress prices and 
thereby secure their supply “at the bottom.” 
Unfortunately for the success of the pian the 
combination had already made its contracts 
and the crops, owing to climatic influences, 
turned out to be mnch lighter than had been 
expected. Besides the independents, there 
were a few outside speculators who believed 
that it would be good policy to “sell short for 
adrop.” Matters culminated this week, and 
for a time there seemed to be a veritabie 
scramble to “cover” and the truth is that 
buyers in the intensity of their eagerness, 
“put the market up on themselves.” The 

The National people were free sellers, and 
beyond peradventure realized a handsome 
figure. As has been said, however, the com- 
bination was the target for no end of hostile 
criticism. As is usual when a party miscalcu- 
lates the size of his opponent only to discover 
too late that some one was wrong, some one 
must be biamed, and as the National company 
made the profits, they ought to bear the 
criticisms. Some of it coming from the 
“shorts,” a part of it from brokers who have 
this season failed to realize their usual com- 
missions, and a part from carriers and for- 
warders who have found themselves unable 
to secure their customary quantity of seed. 
It is only just, however, to puvint out that the 
National company have been selling right 
along, which certainly in itself does not look 
as though a “squeeze” had been contemplated. 


Be this as it may, it is now apparent who 
controls the seed, and it begins to look as 
though the outside mills were not in acon- 
dition to precipitate much of a fight. The 
situation, however, is full of interest, and will 
repay close atteation. 


At present, cake is rather quiet, the foreign 
inquiry just now being rather tame. Nom- 
inally, the market is quoted at $22.00 and 
crushers say that they are firm holders at 
these figures. In a dearth of business, how- 
ever, this price may be certainly called the 
outside, The export movement for the week 
is given below. The cake being forwarded, 
however, is for delivery on contracts hereto- 
fore made,

TETRACHLORIDE. Issued Sept. 2, 1890.

Vegetable Olls. 

Asteady feeling rules the vegetable oil mar- 
et. Firmness is the principal characteristic 
of the linseed oil market; the cotton oil situa- 
tion remains unsatisfactory, so far as prices 
are concerned; cocoanut oils have advanced. 
while olive and other oils are about the same 
as previously reported and have @ compara- 
tively light demand, 

The tendency to strcnger prices for linseed 
oil, as noted in this column jJast week, rather 
surprised those buyers who were not ac- 
quainted with the course of the seed market 
and were expecting easier values. The move- 
ment of oil into consumptive channels has 
been checked in a measure by the change in 
favor of crushers, but when buyers fully 
realize that the upward tendency is well 
founded and likely to continue in that direc- 


tion, the movement will assume its 
regular proportions. City brands are 
still quoted at 62@64c for domestic 
and Calcutta seed oils respectively, 


while out-of-town oil on spot is not obtaina- 
ble under 60c on spot. The demand for the 
latter is very light. Calcutta seed is attracting 
more attention on account of the course of 
domestic seed prices, and the new tariff 
rate on the foreign product as pro- 
yided for in the pending tariff bill, 
Calcutta seed is not offering on spot, there 
being no supplies, but it can be brought by 
steamer from London at a cost to the crusher 
of $195 per bushel laid down here, with pres- 
ent rate of duty paid. No recent transactions 
have occurred in foreign seed. 


The cotton oil market continues active, 
owing to the rising market for other soap 
stocks, That consumptive channel is really 
the principal outlet for cottton oil at this 
time. The short olive crop served a good 
purpose last season in that respect, and now 
the advancing values on soap stock of nearly 
every description is assisting to scatter the 
surplus of cotton oil at popular prices. 
The weak feeling among holders of old oil is 
more noticeable as they are apparently anx- 
fous to part with stocks before new crop wil 
arrives toany important extent. Considera- 
ble speculation has been indulged in concern- 
ing the amount of old oil on hand at the dif- 
ferent porta, the various estimates placing it 
between 100,000 and 150,000 bbis, and it is this 
prominent bear argument which is alleged to 
be the cause of the comparatively low figures, 
but there are persons who believe that 
the surplus is much smaller 
than stated. The market at 
allevents, has lost ground during the week. 
Holders continue to quote 28c for old as well 
asnewcrude oil, but purchasers claim that 
prime crude oil can be had at 2634c, and prime 
summer yellow at 33c, while 33@34c is tne 
range generally quoted. A comparison of 
prices with the past two years is quite inter- 
esting. At this date in 1488 crude was held at 
4c and yellow oil at 48c: same period in 18€9 
found crude at 80c for old and 8&2 for 
new, while yellow oil brought 38c for 
old and 40c for new. Future delivery is held 
with more confidence and prices for balance 
of year have not varied a particle within the 
past few weeks. There are said to be buyers 
of December crude at 27c with offers to sell at 
280, and 300 bbis in three lots are reported sold 
at both prices. The cntire business of the 
week aggregates about 5,000 bbls, includ- 
ing 200 bbls old crude at 27c, 100 bbis 
new crude at 28c, 700 bbis of prime yel- 
low 820, 600 bbls red at 3ic; 200 bbls off color 
yellow and 1,800 bbis. ditto for export on pri- 
vate terms. The foreign movement since last 
writing took 51,572 gallons from New York and 
500 bbls. from New Orleans, in addition to 10 
tierces of soap stuck. Onr New Orleans cor- 
respondent wires us to-night that crude is 
held at 23c with little offering. Most of the 
seed is forward but its condition is rendered 
Uncertain by the excessive rains.

The cocoanut oil market has made another 
important advance to 8c for Ceylon oil on 
spot and 8c for Cochin oil. Holders posi- 
tively refuse to shade these figures, it is 
claimed. Considerable business for consumpt - 
ion and speculative purposes is reported in 
Ceylon oil at 74c before the advance, and 
there is now an order on the market at 734c, 
which cannot be filled. A sale of stock on the 
first vessel due in December, has been made at 
7340, and this figure will still buy at the mo- 
ment supplies afloat during and after De 
cember. Cochin oil stocke have been closely 
concentrated by sales of 100 tons at 8@8l¢c, 
the holder now asking 8c, at which figure 
small sales have been made. The next arri- 
val is due in January, but only amounts 
to 50 tons and heid also at Sc. 


Olive Oil has a wide range of prices accord- 
ing to holder. Weare quoted &@8ic by im- 
porters and hear of business at 83c. but others 
are not asking above 82c, and in some in- 
stances 78c. will buy. The demand is quiet, 
and very little interest is manifested in for- 
ward delivery. 


Animal and Fish Olis. 

There is not much encouragement to be had 
from the course of prices during the week in 
oils and greases—principally lard—but there is 
satisfaction in the fact that a substantial 
foundation exists for better values, and these 
are expected permanently before the new year 
is ushered in. Lard oildid not have any op- 
portunity to improve in price and 51@82c may 
still be quoted for prime city. 


The fact that the menbaden fleet has been 
permanently debarred from entering Buz- 
zard's Bay, which is considered the most pro- 
lific fishing ground, has not influenced the 
market one way or the other. Probably the 
trade feels that the average menhaden fisher- 
man is equal toany emergeccy, and that when 
police boats show a lack of vigilance the pro- 
hibited territory will be made to give 
up its usual quota of porgies. The mar- 
ket is about steady at 22@23c for prime light 
oil, the latter for the Maine product. A lot 
of 500 bbls brown oil is offering at 20c, but 
prospective buyers are not interested. No 
fresh business has occurred since the extensive 
sales reported in last issue, 


The crude sperm oil market has been ex- 
ceedingly dull the past week and without 
transactions, Holders are firm at 67c and up- 
wards, with a small stock and no more to 
arrive of any amount for some time. 


The crude whale oil market has also been 
quiet aud without transactions. There are but 
ié0 bbis of Southern in first hands which is 
firmly held at about 40c. 


The whalebone market is quiet and will 


likely remain so until defi.ite information is 
received from the fisheries. The total stock

Thomas Luce, of New Bedford, has bought 
echr Clara L. Sparks, of Provincetown, and 
will fit her for the whaling business, She was 
built for a whaling vessel, but has been used 
in the fishing business in recent years. 

Capt. Whitelaw, who was denied permission 
to catch whales in the Gulf of Georgia be- 
cause his ship was American, has bought an 
old Canadian steamer, and is fitting her up at 
San Francisco as a steam whaler, with many 
new appliances of his own invention. She wi } 
carry 20 men, and her tanks will hold 70,00u 
gallons of whale oil. On his Canadian bottom 
Capt. Whitelaw hopes to catch many whales 
in the waters forbidden to Americans, 


From additional dispatches anout wrevuncu 
bark Thomas Pope, it now appears that she 
had delivered her stores to the Arctic whal- 
ing fleet and had also taken on board whale- 
bone from several of the vessels, which was 
transferred to the schooner Oscar & Hattie 
and brought to San Francisco. The ill-fated 
bark, after delivering her stores, encountered 
a severe gale, and, carrying away her masts, 
was abandoned on Point Hope.

Holders of the light stock of Western and 
State linseed cake on spot are asking $24@24 25 
per ton, Foreign markets are said not to be 
favorable for shippers, and business is conse- 
quentiy unimportant. It is expected that 
this market will experience a revival of trade 
in Western cake during the present season, 
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and more of a harmonious feeling is ex pected 
to prevail. 








Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Spermaceti has pot commenced to move 
from first hands for export, as sellers and 
buyers are still apart in their views. The do- 
mestic trade is being supplied at 34@37c. 

Paraffine wax isin a sensitive position, but 
not quotably changed, There isa scarcity of 
soft grades of crude, 

The fall trade in candles is about opening, 
and buyers who are acquainted with the ad- 
vancing tendency of raw materials are send- 
ing in early orders and anticipating future 
wants, as the prospects favor a hardening of 
values on all grades of candles, 

The lard market is on a lower basis than this 
time last week, being quoted at 6 45c for west- 
ern steam, 6 05 for city steam and 6 60 and 7 30c 
for refined lard. 

The stearine market is strong and the move- 
ment active. Lard stearine is held at 74@7%c. 
for out of town and city brands, while oleo 
stearine has changed hands to considerable 
extent at 64¢c which is still asked, 

Tallow continues to advance and indications 
favor still better prices. Recent sales have 
been made at 5%¢c which is still bid, while 5i4c 
is firmly demanded.

Spirits Turpentine—The Iocal market for 
spirits during the past week has been rather 
disappointing, as the home dealers apparently 
anticipated a good fall demand ere this. The 
situation, however, has been devoid of fea- 
ture with trading rather limited. The fluctu- 
ations in values have been trifling, notwith- 
standing the light demand, which is generally 
attributed to the fact that the Southern mar- 
keis have been steady in some instances and 
firm in others. To-day's prices are identical 
with those ruling at this time last week.

Receipts.—For the year ending Aug. 31, 1590, 
the receipts were 192,085 casks spirits turpen- 
tine and 762,621 barrels rosin, showing an in- 
crease of 18,222 casks spirits and 152,319 barrels 
rosin. A portion of this increase in rosin be- 
longs properly to the preceding crop—all of 
which bad not been marketed at the beginning 
of last year. A conservative estimate of the 
crop which is now coming in fixes the increase 
at. 10 to 15 per cent. ° 

Exports.—Foreign shipments show an iao- 
crease of 24,024 casks spirits and 77,(63 barrels 
rosin, or about 25 per cent.,which is very grat- 
ifying, especially as regards rosin, as we en- 
tered the year with large accumulations in the

Principal depots abroad, and receipts have 
been heavy since the beginning of the new 


season, Notwithstanding those drawbacks 
prices have materially advanced,which proves 
increased consumption and argues well for 
the future of this article. Domestic ship- 
ments show a slight decrease in spirits anda 
small increase in rosin. 


Prices.—Spirits has brought full prices dur- 
ing the year, the average price being a little 
less than last year. Rosin has been notably 
higher, averaging fully 30 per cent. over last 
season, and probably more than that on the 
higher grades. 

Sources of Supply.—It # to be remarked 
that the center of production seems to be 
shifting from the line of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad to points further west, 
and in the iaterior. This is due to the open- 
ing of the Savannah and Western and the Sa- 
vannah, Americus and Montgomery railroads, 
both of which pass through fine pine sections, 
and have increased receipts over the Central 
railroad, over 50 per cent. in spirits and 75 per 
cent. in rosin. The projected Macon and At- 
lantic railroad will open up a still further 
supply of good timber, whose products will 
doubtless be poured into this market. 


On band September 1, 1890, are 12,259 casks 
Spirits, against 11,224 casks one year ago, and 
83,554 barrels rosin, against 47,895 barrels last 
year.—Savannah News.

The Testing of Light Petroleum. 


R. Kissling, having occasion to examine an- 
nually a large number of samples of light pe- 
troleum, has adopted the method of testing 
described below. The fractionating flask used 
is of the form and size recom mended by Eng- 
ler. One hundred ce. of the petroleum sam- 
ple are measured into the flask, which is con- 


nected with a Liebix’s condenser 60 cm. long. 
The flask is supported by a thick piece of wire 
gauze, such as is used in the filter presses of 
sugar refineries. The distillate is received in 
a cylinder graduated to 0'5cc. It is advisable, 
at the commencement of diatillation, to make 
the end of the adapter dig pretty deeply into 
the cylinder, in order to avoid loss by evapo- 
ratiou of the low boiling fractions. The rate 
of distillation is such that 2 to 2°5cc. are driven 
over per minute. When the heat is tirst ap- 
plied, the mercury in the thermometer rises 
rapidly, then more slowly, and next becomes 
stationary for awhile; the last position marks 
the “lower limit” of the boiling point of the 
sample. The distillation is now carried on, 
readings of the volume distilled being taken 
at intervals of 10°, beginning with the lowest 
multiple of 10 above the “lower limit.” Fin- 
ally, when the flask has become very nearly 
empty, the full flame of the Bunsen burner is 
directed to the bottom of it, and the tempera- 
ture of the thermometer noted, this tem pera- 
ture being the “high r limit.” It is not neces- 
sary to drive over the last few drops in the 
tlask, but should it be desirable to doso, the 
thermometer should be lowered to the level 
; of the bottom of the neck of thetlask. Inthe 
. following table there are shown some results 
! obtained by this method:--

Recovered Oils and Greases.* 


BY T. FAIRLEY. 

In this district large quantities of oil and 
grease are used in various manufacturing op- 
erations, and chiefly in the woolen and leather 
manufacture.Much of this oil is recovered and 
used again for the same or other operations. 
It is frequently found that these recovered 
oils and greases contain larger proportions of 
mineral oil or unsaponifiable or resinous mat- 
ter, which, however, are not always readily 
estimated by the ordinary processes given in 
text-books. The following process worked out 
in my laboratory has been found tw succeed in 
these cases: 

Five grams, equivalent to nearly 80 grains 
of the oil are weighed out, saponified with 
alcoholic potash (about 80 grams KHO in 1,000 
c.c.)evaporated in abasin on a water-bath to 
Pastiness, then dissolved in from 45 to 50 c.c. 
warm water, placed in a separating funnel, 
and treated with an equal volume of ether, to 
which 2 to 3c.c. of alcuhol have been added, 
shaken 3 to 4 minutes, and allowed to stand, 
to let the ethereal solution come to the sur- 
face, which is decanted and evaporated. 

A second treatment with ether is unneces- 
sary, because, as a rule, the results with a 
single extraction are correct within 0°1 and 0°2 
per cent. 

The points in this process are: 

1, Keeping the aqueous solution of the soap 
obtained within a volume not exceeding (for 
5 grams of oil) 0 c.c 

2. Treating with an equal volume of ether 
in one operation ata temperature of near 90° 
Fahr. Then, on standing (and cooling by cold 
water if necessary), the ethereal sclution of 
the mineral oil separates, and in all successful 
experiments is very nearly equal to the vol- 
ume of ether employed. 

8. Washing this ethereal solution by water 
introduced into the separating funnel which 
can be done very quick'y and effectively. 

4. When the residue left after evaporation 
of the ether and drying has been weighed, it 
should always be distilled in a small tube re- 
tort. If it distils unchanged without black- 
ening or formation of acrolein it is free 
from soup Or ordinary fats. 

The peculiar bitter after-taste and fluor- 
escence of oils containing mineral oil are also 
points of importance. The results obtained by 
the process by two workers were shown to be 
concordant,

Opium in Macao. 


According to the British Congul stationed at 
Macao the Portuguese seaport, at the mouth 
of Canton river, China, the principal, or at 
least the most valuable article of import is 
Patna opium. Hesays: The center ot the 
opium business ic Hong Keng, where ail the 
Indian merchants concerned 1n the trade have 
their offices and residences. The opium is im- 
ported in a crude state, and after it has been 
boiled down and undergone the necessary 
Preparation, it is shipped by river steamer to 
Hong Kong by virture of an agreement con- 
cluded between the Hong Kong and Macao 
farmers. 

Upon payment of $80,000 (£13,333) per annum 
it was stipulated that the prepared opium or- 
iginating trom Macao should be allowed to 
be transhipped on board the steamers in Hong 
Kong bound for Australia and California. 
This privilege is indeed purchased at a high 
price, but I am assured that the farmer re- 
coups this heavy outlay by the economy ef- 
fected in freight and other incidental expen- 
ses, such as demurrage, presents,and so on. 

Besides, the freight charged by steamers 
visiting the port previous to this contract was 
high, varying from $5 to $6 (17s. 6d. to £1.) per 
box, while the freight payable from HongKong 
is compsratively small. When the tota] num- 
ber of boxes exported by each mail is taken

fee, though high, ensures material benefits 
and economy. 

This agreement, however, expires some 
time this year, but will probably be renewed, 
unless the Hong Kong farmers becomes too 
exacting. For tre sake of the Macao farmer 
it is to be hoped that it will be renewed, as the 
agreement removes a great deal of risk, as 
vessels coming here to ship opium hai to lie 
in an open roadstead at a distance of three or 
four miles from the anchorage, exposed to 
wind and bad weather, which often interfered 
with the shipping and involved payment of 
heavy demurrage. 

While, on the other hand, the drug, which 
had to be taken alongside by means of junks, 
ran the danger of being waylaid by pirates, 
Indeed, in many instances, the protection of 
the Portuguese authorities had to be applied 
for, and junks proceeded outside the limits of 
the port under convoy of a considerable force, 

The farmer here enjoys the monopoly of 
opium at a rental of $40,000 (£6,666) a year for 
ten years, but the term will expire in another 
two years, and the privilege will again be put 
up to auction. Already, I understand, a Sig- 
napore Chinaman offers no less than $-0,000 
(£13,333) a year for a term of five years, so that 
there is every likelihood of doubling, and pro- 
bably tripling, the amount paid. 

Nothing can, therefore, speak more forcibly 
than these high bids in favor of the large pro- 
fits that must be realized by the farmers for 
the time being. 

During 1889 2,716 chests of opium were, it is 
said, boiled down by the farmers in Macao, of 
which 517 were for local consumption, and 32,- 
199 for shipment to Australia, San Francisco 
and Vancouver. 


The opium, when shipped from Macao for 
any part of China, has to pay duty to the 
Chinese Government at the stations of the 
foreign customs lately established in this 
neighborhood, professedly for the suppression 


of smuggling. 

Looking over a memorandum of the import 
ot Patna opium in 1879, I notice how consider- 
able has been the decrease in the trade for the 
last ten years; for in that year no less than 5,- 
000 chests were brought to Macao,a fact which, 
I presume, — stronger for the gradual 
adoption of the native drug thun, from what 
= hears, for the falling off in opium smok- 

ng.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 23, 1890. 


Notwithstanding the lower prices that have 
prevaied on the exchanges, and the further 
reduction in the premiums, the producers 
continue to prosecute drilling operations with 
au activity not exceeded when the price was 
above the coveted dollar mark. We hear and 
read much of the dissatisfaction of the drillers 
and of the unprofitableness of the business, 
put still they continue to bore holes wherever 
there is a fair prospect of securing a pro- 
ducing well of moderate proportions. The 
runs thus far this month have averaged about 
75,000 bbls per day, and the total output for 
september will doubtless show a material in- 
crease. This tends to encourage the bear 
interest and keep prices from advancing. 
yn the other hand, the deliveries have 
averaged fully 87,000 bbls per day, and 
will show an even greater increase than 
the runs. This would naturally be ex- 

ted to exert a bullish influence, but all 
such influences continue to be disregarded 
aud the market remains peculiarly suscepti'le 
to everything that can be construed as a bear 
factor. The price has persistently remained 
near 80c, while trading has continued dull to 
stagnation, the market at times presenting a 
holiday appearance. The hoped for improve- 
ment which was believed would follow the in- 
troduction of trading in Buckeye certificates 
has failed to materialize, neither the public or 
the regular traders regarding them with 
favor. Even the new Western exchanges have 
not sufficed to attract business, the most 
prominent and most promising closing its 
doors on Saturday last. As the listing of 
Buckeye certificates waslooked upon as a last 
resort to revive interest in petroleum specu- 
lation, further efforts to that end may be re- 
garded as useless and the business will 
probably be allowed to drift along in 
the present unsatisfactory manner until 
changed conditions again prove an attraction. 
The transactions during the past week showa 
decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 416,000 bbls (406,000 N. T. 
and 10,000 B.), against 551,00C bbis for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 1,052,000 
bbis. against 1,744,000 bbis during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 3,750,000 bbls, against 5,192,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Thursday, 
when 82%c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 78?c, and was touched on 
to-day. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 823¢c and the close this evening was 
at 79%c, showing a loss of 2}4c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was4c. The high- 
est price for Buckeye certificates was %4c, 
reached on Thursday, and the lowest was 
83}4c, touched Saturday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 333%c and the close 
this evening was at 335¢c, showing a decline of 
Yc for the week under an extreme range of 
variations of Ic. 

The situation in the Wildwood field is inter- 
esting, and a number of new wells are nearing 
the sand, which are expected toadd materially 
to the daily production. Griffiths & Forest 
Oil Company’s Whitesell No. 3 was drilling on 
top of the sand. Their Rallshouse No. 2 is in 
the stray and should be a large well, and their 
Smith No. 3is 12 feet in the sand, in which they 
expect the oil at the horizon at which the 
Young was found, 28 feet in the sand. ‘The 
Smith Oil Company’s No. 2 is six feet in the 
sand, and under agitation is doing 200 bbis 
per day, and ,when agitation ceases the 
Production goesdown. The general opinion 
is that it will settle to about the pro :uction 
of their No. 1, it being an edge well. Their 
No, 3 is 13 feet in the sand with no showing. 
Willison No.2,drilled by Roach is near the sand, 
and being well located, should make a nice 
producer. Kline & Co. on the Moon farm, af- 
tera long fishing job, have spudded around 
the bit and are expecting success in removing 
the tools from the well. The Ringeisen is 
down 1,500 feet, The Forest Oil Company, 
Guffey & Queen, have two rigs under process 
of completion on the Rallshouse 30-acre lot. 
One very important feature of the past 
week has been the finding of gas in the fourth 
sand onthe Grubb farm. A singular feature 
in this well is the rapid increase in the vol- 
ume of gas by deeper drilling.

Wednesday, Sept. 17. 


The opening this morning was rather weak 
at 823gc, but there were very few who cared 
to buy, in fact there was an entire lack of in- 
terest which appeared to be very discourag- 
ing to the brokers. After about an hour’s 
halt there came offers to sell which resulted in 
a break to 8l}¢c. As this proved attractive to 
buyers a reaction set in, though the upward 
turn was probably due more to the buying re- 
ported on the Bradford cxchange, where 
there was said to be a considerable short inter- 
est endeavoring to cover. The upward move- 
ment was checked at 825g¢c, when the price 
went the other way on light offers. Late in 
the day the price was again advanced and the 
market closed dull but firm at 8244c, a gain of 
Yc for the day under a range to quotations of 
4c. The sales amounted to only 32,000 bbis. 
There were no features of interest and little 
news to influence the market. There were no 
transactions in Buckeyes and only an occa- 
sional inquiry as to the selling price. There 
appeared to be a difference of }4c between the 
views of buyers and sellers. The settling price 
was 335%c. In the Wildwood field Burk & Mc- 
Bride’s wellat the Doc Moon farm came indry. 
The drill on Greenlee & Frost's Ice Pond well 
struck a nice pay streak at sxty-five feet in 
the sand. Nos. 2and 3, Smith Farm Oil Com- 
pany, are both on top of the sand. No.3 was 
drilled in and is spraying. The Mink farm 
well at Sanford station, which was reported a 
first-class duster, is variously estimated from 
100 to 200 bble. The well of the Forest Oil Co. 
on the Youngs farm is doing 35 bbis an hour. 
The Hayes well on Two-acre lot, east of Cal- 
lery, is doing 50 bbis a day with promise of 
improvement. Coast & Evans’ No. 1 Rals- 
house, is still drilling and No. 2 is doing the 
same. Kifer’s well on the Price farm, three- 
fourths of a mile southwest of the Brandt 
district, is 20 feet in the sand, but no oil. No 
improvement was reported in the Gibson & 
Giles No. 1, Scott farm. In the Washington 
fleld the old Wolf gas well, in Canton town- 
ship, is being drilled to’ the fifth sand. Work 
has been delayed on the well on account ofa 
lost bailer. J. B. Aiken & Co.'s Thompson No. 
7 was shot and responded nicely. I. Willetu’s 
White No. 15 is drilling at 2,lu0 feet. Work 
has been delayed at the Caldwell Homestead 
farm No. 3 by a split in the casing. In the 
Butler field Reiseman & Co.’s No. 1 on the 
Hiram Graham farm, 200 rods east of develop- 
ments, is still drilling in the sand and showing 
for a good well. T. W. Philiips well on the 
Pearce farm, southwest of Butler, is still in 
the sand and it is expected that the pay streak 
will be reached during the latter part of the 
week,

There was an entire absence of interest 
shown this morning, and the few in attend- 
ance about the ring soon scattered, leaving 
the Exchange reporter and the messenger 
boys as sole representatives of the petruleum 
interest. No sale was effected and no official 
price made until nearly 1 o’clock, when a sale 
was announced at &%c, a gain of %2 over 
the close of yesterday. After hanging fire 
for some time there came offers to sell and 
the price receded to 82c which remained the 
prevailing figure to the close, making a loss 
forthe day of %c, which also represented 
the extent of the variations. While 
the petroleum end of the Exchange 
presented a holiday appearance during the 
entire forenoon, there was considerable inter- 
est shown during the afternoon, and sales 
effected to the extent of 58,000 bbls. In Buck- 
eyes there were no transactions until after 2 
o’clock, when a sale of 3,000 bbls was made at 
84c, which remained the price to the close. 
Altogether the day proved a remarkable one, 
as showing the little interest taken.

Gibson & Giles finished drilling the sand in 
their Scott farm well. It will make a 25 barrel 
weil, The Smith Farm Oil Company, on the 
Smith farm, got started to drilling, but only 
drilled an hour owing to the great force of 
the gas which flowed the oil out of the tank 
as fastas produced.

There were no indications this morning of 
any improvement in trading, but the opening 
was rather strong at 81%c. As the bidding 
was very light and there was littie hope of 
sustaining the market offers to all were made 
ata fraction under the opening figure. It 
was found that buyers were ready to take 
moderate quantities if concessious were made, 
but the offerings were not large. A little 
spurt of bidding brought the price up to 82c 
during the noon hour, but as this called forth 
offers the market quickly eased off again and 
varied but a point from 8134c during the re- 
mainder of the day,until just before the close, 
when offers to sell sent the prices down to 
d1}4c, which was also the final figure, making 
alossfor the day of 3¢c,the extent of the 
variations having been gc.

Buckeyes were entirely neglected, 
neither bids nor offers being made until just 
betore the close, when a sale of 5,00 bbis was 
made at 33}gc, thus establishing a price. In 
the Wildwood district the Mink farm well, 
vwned by Griffith & Co.,at Sanford station, 
came in for 120 barrelsaday. The drill lieson 
top of the shell, which will be broken 
when its flow will be doutle the quantity. 
This awakens a new interest in the districts 
around Wildwood, and the producers who 
have been watching the developments rather 
closely will now drill to the fourth-sand. The 
same firm’s No.2Smith has six bits in the 
sand with a little gas, but no oil. On the 
Grubb the well is in and dry. The No. 3 White- 
sell is drilling at over 1,900 feet; No. 4is down 
nearly as far. No.7 is spreading a little, and 
No. 8 is located and will soonrig. On the Herr 
farm the drill was started on No.2. The Roth 
Oil Company’s Harbush No. 1 is doing 47 bbis, 
and the No. 2 is making 60 bbls. The Kretzer 
No. 2, owned by the same firm, is attracting 
much attention. The well sprayed a little at 
eighteen feet in the sand, and it wasshut down 
to make vonnections with the tank. After 
drilling two more feet she began to flow rap- 
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idly, a gauge showed 175 bbls, but later it was 
running at least 225, with a show of more. The 
peculiar feature about the Kretzer is that it 
struck the pay at 20feet in the sand, while ali 
the other wells in that field drilled to 40 feet 
and over. Burk & McBrides, on the Doc. 
Moon, are drilling 30 feet in the sand. It waa 
reported that the well was giving upa little 
black oil at the same depth the Wilson struck 
the flow. Coast & Evans'No. 1 Ralsehouse is stil 
drilling and making some oil. No.2 produced 
11 barrels an hour. One hour’s gauge of the 
Young well showed 26 barrels. Dunn & Co.'s 
well on the Smith farm in keeping up the 
record, is making 134 barrelsa day. Since the 
Mink well has been reported a producer the 
Bear Creek Refining Company's well on the 
McClay farm, has advanced in value in the 
eyes of the owners, Forst & Greenlee’s well, 
on the Ralsehouse No. 2, is rated at 18 barrels, 
No. 4at 20and No. 6 at 12. Their Ice Pond 
well came in with the others and it is the 
largest of all, the flow being estimated at 
fully 225 barrels, This well has always shown 
evidence of being a good one, therefore it did 
not create the surprise that the others did. 
The No.5 reached the sand and shows fora 
big well. The Gibson & Giles well on the 
Scott farm is a good twenty-five bbl. The 
Smith Farm Oil Company had only drilled 
their No. 3 24 feet when it responded witha 
strong flow estimated at from 175 to 200 bar- 
rels. Drilling has been discontinued. The 
same company’s No. 2 is on the top of the 
sand. The well is tilled up and spraying. The 
Smith No. 1 has settled down to about fifty 
barrels. Gurley & Co.’s well on the Blythe is 
drilling in the shale, It is reported they have 
got another sand, but there is no increase in 
oil. Glatzaw & Co.’s No.2 Smith was drilled 
and got an increase in gas, and there appears 
to be a little more spray of oil.

After holding at this figure 
nearly the entire session a bid of 8ligc was 
finally accepted, and at this figure a few sales 
were made, the total for the day being 14,000 
bbls. There was no sale of Buckeye, and very 
few inquiries as to the price. The settling 
price was 33¢c, yesterday’s closing figure.

The market opened rather strong this morn- 
ing at 8134c, showing a gain over the close on 
Saturday of 34c, but this proved to be the 
highest price of the day, there being few bids 
near thia figure. It was only as offers to sell 
were made at lower figures that much interest 
was shown, although the attendance about 
the ring was better and early indications ap- 
peared to point toa better market. The de- 
cline once started it was not checked until the 
figures went velow 8le, the buyers then taking 
hold, showing that oil was regarded a fair pur- 
chase under that figure. as the offers con- 
tinued, however, and the reports from the 
Western exchanges showed a similar state of 
affairs, the market continued to weaken and 

. touched bottom during the afternoon at 80c, 
From this there was no reaction, although 
the close was brought up to 80i4c, making a 
loss for the day of 14¢c, while the extent of 
the variations was 134. The decline was due 
entirely to trading influences, there being no 
news from the fields to warrant a decline, al - 
though reports from the producing regions 
showed fair results. The sales footed up 
138,000 bbisincluding 5,000 bbis cush at 815¢c. 
Buckeyes were entirely neglected during the 
early part of the day,and not until nearly 
noon was @ sale effected and then only 1,000 
bbls were taken at 33%c. At this the market 
hung fire until near the ciose, when another 
1,000 bbls were sold at 3354c, which was the 
closing figure. A report was received from 
Li.va to the effect that the Lima exchange had 
closed for want of business. This was re- 
garded as a severe blow to Buckeye certifi- 
cates, as it was supposed they would re- 
ceive support in the home market. 
In the Wildwood district the Griffith & Co.’s 
Mink well made a good showing, but further 
drilling did not improve it any, and the gen- 
eral opinion is it will be asmall well if the 
owners do not get another pay below the 
shale, The Young well, owned by Patterson, 
is keeping up its record, and its output was 
reckoned at 600 barrels. The Kanawha Oil 
Company’s wellon the Hart farm, two and 
one-half miles southeast of Semple station, is 
reaching for the third sand. The Robb Oil 
Company’s No.1,0n the Harbush, is making

Oleomargarine Men Protecting their 
Interests. 


George Shellenberger was arrested in Phila- 
delphia last Friday by William C. McRay, de- 
tective for the Stave Butter and Dairy Ases- 
ciation, for manufacturing and selling oieo- 
margarine. He was held in $600 bail for inter- 
fering with an officer, and $600 for the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine. 

Detective McRay went into the manufac- 
turing room of the building when George 
Shellenberger stopped him. A tussle ensued, 
and Shellenberger’s farther and brother came 
to his assistance. The cfficer pulled bis black 
jack and the men tried to take it from him. 
The noise made in the hall caused all the hands 
in the building to rush out, and soon there 
was nearly 300 assembled. They began to make 
remarks against the officer, and he fearing an 
assault turned George Shellenberger over to 
the constable. In the tussle the detective had 
his clothes torn in several places, 

There has been a number of arrests made 
for selling oleomargarine, but none have come 
to trial yet. The United States Government 
grants a license for the manufacture of this 
article, but the State of Pennsylvania has a 
law which prevents the sale of it. The fine 
for the first offence is $100, and the second of- 
fence from $100 to$300 and one year’s imprison- 
ment.

Although money is easier the speculative 
spirit bas not been revived in the drug mar- 
ket, and consequently a rather quiet appear- 
ance is presented by it.. The uncertainty 
regarding the outcome of the pending tariff 
legislation has much to do with checking 
operations in futures, and although the gen- 
eral expectation js that the new tariff will bein 
force in a very short time, comparatively few 
articles, among those chat will be uffected at 
all, have felt the stimulus which a higher rate 
of duty might be expected to give to prices. 
Among those goods the recent enhancement 
of the value of which may be attributed to the 
prospect of higher duties are codliver oil,sugar 
of milk,bay rum and Italian sage. Our mail ad- 
vices from London report a moderately active 
market with generally steady to firm prices. 
Higher quotations were named for balsam 
tolu, buchu leaves, cannabis indica, Ipecac, 
galangal, jalap, lycopodium, Norwegian cod- 
liver oil, and orrisroot, while more or less of a 
decline occurred in the prices of the following 
named articles: Benzoic acid, crude camphor, 
gum arabic, and Spanish saffron.

The market for opium has been very quiet 
since our last, but at the same time a firm feel- 
ing prevailsand no effort is made to force 
business, advices from the primary market not 
warranting any lower prices. Arrivals of late 
have been light and the spot stock is said to 
be limited, Some anxiety 1s felt over the de- 
tention of snipments. One vessel with a lut 
of 42 cases consigned to a New York house has 
been out for about thirty days, although long 
since due in Liverpool. Some buyers are hold- 
ing off in the expectation that the removal of 
the tariff will result in lower prices, but 
from the present indicationsthe market quo- 
tation will no doubt be advanced to the full 
limitof the duty that ig to be removed, viz. 
$lper pound. No special provision has been 
made in the new turiff fo. standardized opium 
and the trade 1s debating the question whether 
it will be admitted free as “crude unaduliter- 
ated, etc.” or made to pay a duty under one 
of the special clauses of the bili. The matter 
is considered at length in our editorial col- 
umns. At the close the market was steady 
at $3 86@4 fcr naturaland $3 76@3 60 for stand- 
ardized as to quantity, test and seller. 


Quinine. 
The absence of important demand and the 
failure of the effort to induce Congress to 
take quinine from the free list have exerted 
asomewhat depressing effect upon holders 
with the result that prices are a shade lower 
than at the date of our last. Early in the 
week there was some disposition to buy in a 
large way, but the bids were fully lc below 
the lowest figure holders were willing to ac- 
cept, and no business resluted. Later no de- 
sire was shown to operate as the majority of 
buyers and sellers were waiting for 
the result of to-day’s bark auction in 
London, Although this result was fully as 
good as the most sanguine could have 
ae expected under the circumstances, it failed to 
2 have a stimulating effect upon the quinine 
market. The bark sale went off at full pre- 
vious prices, 896 bales of the 1,409 bales of East 
India offered being sold, and 522 bales out of 
727 bales South American. The jobbing de- 
mand for quinine has been quite brisk. The 
closing quotations for large bulk were 274@ 
29, as to brand, quantity and seller.

Lycopodium is a shade higher at 35@3éc. 
The markets abroad are advancing, the cost 
to import now being equal to 35c, The re- 
ports of a short crop are confirmed. 

Munna has experienced a sharp advance 
owing to cable reports of much higher prices 
abroad. There has been an active demand 
here and the bulk of the available supply has 
been absorbed by one holder, up to 3¥c being 
paid for smali flake and 92}¢c for large. At 
the close the market was somewhat un- 
settled but tending upward.

Adulterated Saffron. 


At the recent meeting of the British Phar- 
maceutical Conference at Leeds, William 
Kirkby, F. L. 8. read a note on the sophistica- 
tion of saffron... After commenting on the 
frequency of saffron adulteration the writer 
mentioned the vegetable substances used for 
the purpose during recent years. The object 
of the paper was to give a description of asop- 
bistication observed during the present year. 

This particular sample was different in color 
from the genuine article, the difference being 
due to the presence of a large number of nar- 
row, flattened fibers having a Turkey-red 
color. These varied in length from about 
to Liginches. The amount of adulterant was 
estimated at 41 per cent. 

With the purpose of ascertaining its source 
it was examined with the microscope. The 
anatomical peculiarities where then described 
the principal features being a central vascul: F 
bundle of the centric type, four cortical vas- 
cular bundles situated just within the epider- 
mis, and four large air-canals, alternating 
with the vascniar bundles in the thick cortex. 
From thig examination it was concluded that 
the fibres were furnished by a plant of the Cy« 


We Quote 


peracese—possibly a species of Carex. This 
appears to be confirmed by the finding in the 
sample of two fragments bearing leaves. The 
Paper was concluded by the writer pointing 
out that this particular sophistication may be 
detected by the fibres having a Turkey-red 
color, by being nearly uniform in thickness, 
and by their rigid appearance. It may be 
identified by means of the anatomical char- 
acteristics of the fibres.

Many of the large manufac- 
glass and soap have been in the mar- 
xet to replenish their stocks, which they have 
allowed to run down in hopes that lower prices 
would be pamed, consequently spot stocks 
pave been depleted and values are somewhat 
higher. Late cables, in speaking of the recent 
meeting of the manufacturers say “the meet- 
ing was large and the Union practically as- 
gred.” There is a stcamer on way from New- 
onl with a fair cargo of chemicals. The 
chemist and Druggist under date of London, 
gept. 13, Says: “The preliminary agreement 
hetween the Alkali Union committee and the 
firms whose works are to be absorbed by the 
grojected Union expires in a few deys, but up 
to the present the date of the transfer is still 
unknown—at any rate, to the outside world. 
There cannot be much doubt, bowever, that 
the negotiations bave not been progressing as 
smoothly as the originators of the scheme 
would have liked, and the nearest date at 
which the final transfer of the works is now 
jooked for is Nov. 1. The report that the flnan- 
cial house which was expected to lend its co 
operation to the venture has withdrawn from 
the scheme, but that another scarcely less re- 
nowned firm of bankers had agreed to take 
its place, may not be true, but the opposition 
which has been raised in the daily press all 
round can hardly fail to exercise an adverse 
ipfluence upon the impending appeal of the 
Union to the public for financial support. 
Some correspondence of considerable interest 
regarding the proposed combication has re- 
cently appeared in the Times, It arose out of 
some adverse comments made by that journal 
upon the combination scheme. The writer of 
the criticizm unfortunately spoilt a good case 
by evident unfamiliarity with technical points 
and the infelicitous ignorance displayed in his 
gibes was promptly exposed by a temperate 
letter signed by the ten members ot the com- 
mittee, while certain paragraphs in this letter 
have in turn evoked a rejoinder from a firm 
signing themselves ‘Consumers of Chemicals.” 
This letter in a subsequent issue of the 
Times lays bare the weak points of the 
“Union” case, the writers, in the first place, 
using with effect the doleful statements re- 
garding the prospects of the Leblanc industry 
made bya prominent manufacturer himself 
(the late Mr. C. Allhusep) at a meeting of the 
shareholders in his works as late as February j 
last. They also state that they know that | 
bleaching powder has been “successfully 
manufactured from chloride of calcium” in 
the ammonia alkali industry, but unless they 
arealtogether behind the scenes, that state- , 
menr is, tosay the least, somewhat prema- 
ture. 1tis known inthe trade that at Messrs. 
Brunner, Mond & Co,, works experiments 
have long been in progress for the utilization 
of the waste chlorine for the manufacture of 
bleach, and it is generally believed that these 
experiments will, sooner or later, be success- 
ful in which case the Leblanc makers 
would, unless science in the meantime 
comes to their aid unexpectedly, be 
thrown on their beam-ends. But at present 
it is certainly premature to talk of Solvay 
bleaching-powder as if it were a market arti- 
cle. A more immediate danger pointed out 
by the “Consumers of Chemicais” is the gigan- 
tic advance of the chemical wood pulp indus- 
try in this country, on the Continent and in 
America. The fitre produced by this indus- 
try “is suitable for even the highest classes of 
paper and for all ordinary papers. ‘Lhis ma- ' 
terial is produced by boiling simply in sulphu- 
ric acid, and no soda whatever is needed, nor , 
is bleach required excepting for the very high- | 
est grades of paper. Another threatening 
danger, the importance of which, however, 
cannot as yet be measured, is the Andreolis | 
method for bleaching by electricity, by which 
it is claimed that bleaching-powder is pro- 
duced which possesses all the discoloring pro- 
Perties of chloride of lime, has none of its dis- 


advantages, and only costs one-half of its 
present price,”

Fertilizers in Savannah. 


There was a very considerable increase in 
the volume of the fertilizer business in Savan- 
nah, Ga., during the past fiscal year, ending 
Sept.1. This was attributed to the lower 
prices aud to the fact that the planterr were 
in a condition to take more fertilizers. A plen- 
tiful and Intelligent use of them has been 
found to be, by previous experience, very 
beneficial. The increase was not confined to 
the gooas manufactured here, but extended 
to all phosphates, both acid and ammoniated. 
There was also quite an increase in the through 
shipments of phosphates by way of that port 
both of northern and Carolina fertilizers. This 
was attributed to the fact that there was a 
greater demand than ever before, more par- 
ticularly for commercial fertilizers, for the 
reason that crops are more diversified, and 


fertilizers of some sort are used in the culti- 
vation of nearly all the crops. The demand 
for fertilizers early last fall was very heavy, 
especially for the ammoniated goods, and the 
local manufacturers had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of all their stocks as fast as manufac- 
tured. In fact, the demand was in excess of 
the supply, which resulted in heavy through 
shipments of northern manufactured goods 
by way of this port. There wasa considerable 

increase in the manufacture and sales of ferti- 

lizers in the interior of the state, but as the 

commissioner's report has not been made pub- 

lic yet, it is impossible to give the figures of 

the state inspection. Prices ruled lower than 

during the previous season, and averaged 

about $21 per ton, or $1@! 50 less than the pre- 

ceding year. Considerable of Savannah's 

capital has gone into the purchase of, and de- 

veloping Florida phosphate lands, and at one 

time it was thought that Savannah would reap 

considerable benefit by reason of the exporta- 

tions of the rock through that port, but it has 

not resulted in anything as yet. Only one 

cargo was shipped from there, and now the 

bulk of the Florida phosphates is being ship- 

ped through Charlotte Harbor, oaye the Sav- 

annah News. 

The ccming season will begin about October. 
There are no stocks on hand to speak of, but 
it is believed that prices will not advance any. 
A very heavy demand is expected.

Indigo—The stock of Bengal continues to be 
reported by some as comparatively low and of 
very poor assortment; others, however, esti- 
mate that there is a fair supply available, but 
that the lots are being held back for higher 
prices, which are anticipated upon a revival 
of thedemand. According to the latest crop 
estimates, the yieid will be the smallest real- 
ized since 1879, and this naturally hasa hard- 
ening effect on prices. Beyond the reported 
sale of 70 cases, the particulars of which have 
not transpired, we can learn of no special 
business doing. It is said that owing to a dis- 
agreement between some of the producers 
and the brokers at Calcutta, the crop of Tir- 
hoot will be offered at the sales in London 
instead of at public auction at Calcutta as 
heretofore. The bulk of the qualities usually 
taken for America, however, will be sold at 
the auction at Calcutta by the brokers. 
There has been quite some business doing in 
both Munila and Madras indigo. In fact, 
dealers say that the market has been more 
active than for some time past. While the 
range of quotations has not been altered, 
prices would appear to be terding up- 
ward. Partiesfrom Manila, now in this city, 
state that there has been a considerable fall- 
ing off in the planting, and that the crop in 
consequence will be somewhat lessened. Sales 
aggregating say 20 cases, both varieties, would 
represent the total trading for the week. 

Nutgalls—Both aleppo and China galls have 
been exceedingly quiet during the interval, 
and nothing of any interest can be noted. 
Values for both qualities are nominally un- 
changed. 

Prussiate of Potash—The fact that the de- 
mand continues unabated is sufficient to keep 
prices up, and notwithstanding that crystaliz- 
ing can now be accomplished, no relief is ex- 
pected until the subsidence of the call, which 
must sooner or later transpire. Values for all 
quajities are without alteration, and supplies 
are rather difficult to obtain. We hear of a 
sale of 10,000Ibs Scotch on spot at 27c. 

Starch—The market for all varieties isina 
very firm position and va!ues from all appear- 
ances would appesr to be tending upward, 
this being particularly the case on potato and 
wheat. A prime quality of the former, in 
fact, commands its own price. The demand 
for corn starch has been very fair and a firm 
tone continues to exist, there being no imme- 
diate prospect of a decline in the price of the 
raw material. 

Sumac—There has been no special change in 
the situation of the market for Sicily sumac, 
beyond the fact that a slightly firmer tone 
would a»pear to be prevailing, prices being 
somewhat stronger for shipment. There is 
not an excessive stock available on spot, but 
in the absence of any particular demand this 
fact has occasioned little comment. To ar- 
rive the quotations@re $61@65, while spot lots 
are quoted at about the same range, although 
some special brands are held at $6750. An- 
other effort is being made in the East to in- 
duce the conference committee to change 
the duty to the old schedule. The house ad- 
vanced the rate, but the senate proposes 
to leave the duty as it is at present. 
and the dealers intend asking the committee 
to concur in this. There is nothing new to 
report in the market for Vir inia. There have 
been several inquiries for the new crop, but

There has been no particular change in the 
general market for dyes and dyestuffs and the 
trading has been much the same as in previ- 
ous weeks. The majority of the articles con- 
tinue to be held with firmness, and in some in- 
stances higher prices are predicted. 

Aniline Colors—A fair jobbing business has 
been in progress since we last wrote, but no 
features can be noted and prices are un- 
changed. The market for salts and oil is some- 
what excited by reason of the fact that sup- 
plies are difficult to obtain, this being especi- 
ally the case on the former. Values are very 
high and advices state that some of the manu- 
facturers are refusing further orders, giving 
as their reason that they are sold away ahead, 
and will not be able to consider new business 
before the first of the new year. 

Alizarine has been without feature, the de- 
mand being moderate and strictly on the job- 
bing order. Values are unchanged. 

Aibumen.—rhe market for egg is unchanged 
from a week ago, the demand having been un- 
eventful, and supplied at former figures. 
Advices quote foreign blood at firmer figures 
abroad, with rather more demand noticeable. 
Domestic blood has been in fair jobbing re- 
quest at unchanged prices. 

Bichromate of Potash has sold to a very fair 
extent, the sales being jobbing in character 
and consummated at previous quotations. Bi- 
chromate of soda has been in fair jobbing de- 
mand, with prices unchanged from a week 
ago, and the market without feature. 

Cutch.—The situation of the market is a 
peculiar one at the moment. Rumors have 
been current during the week that 6}¢c could 
be shaded, on large lots, for Diamond 8, M. but 
parties who offered a trifle under this figure, 
on Monday, for a considerable parcel, fuiled to 
secure the supplies. It issaid that the stock 
was never s0 well concentrated as it is at the 
present time, there being only three large 
holders. The consuming demand has appar- 
ently not been even ordinary, a very 
quiet week having been experienced 
This condition of affairs is attributed to two 
circumstances, th> most potent of which 
seems to be that the dyers are not running, to 
any extent, at the moment on the class of 
goods which require the article. A second 
reason appears to be that the prices which are 
ruling at present limits the attraction to pur- 
chase and consumers are therefore letting 
their stocks run low in the hope that a lower 
range of values may prevail. Thisseems hardly 
probable at the moment however. It is said 
that a considerable portion of recent arrivals 
are being put into store and we are not ap- 
prised of a single transaction of any moment. 

Dextrine—Continues very firm and prices 
are a trifie higher, 434c now being the lowest 
figure quoted for lots on spot. Foreign advices 
continue strong and dealers abroad do not 
appear anxious to place their product at pres- 
ent prices. No large sales can be noted, 

Divi Divi—No particular sales are reported, 
but with the stock on spot pretty well con- 
centrated, holders views are still high. Noth- 
ing of any interest can be reported. 

Dyewoods—There has been little, if any 
change in the position of the market forstick- 
wood, although the market has been quite 
active,as regards trading. From dock there 
have been sales of 450 tons, Port de Paix 
at $31.50, 200 tons Gonaives at $31,50, 300 tons 
Cape wood at $26@$27.50, and 350 tons selected 
Miragoane at $25; also 300 tons Jeremie, to 
arrive, ex the W. H. Jones at about $26. In 
addition to this, the steamer Sif, with 600 tons 
Port de Paix was taken for Philadelphia at 
p. t. We also hear of sales to arrive of about 
2,500 tons Port de Paix, 1,400 tons Cape wood, 
300 tons Port au Prince, 300 tons Gonaives, 500 
tons St. Marc and several sales of other varie- 
ties in small lots. From these transactions it 
would seem that the extract wanufacturere 
were in need of supplies, notwithstanding 
their assertions to the contrary, and that they 
were simply waiting for a break in the market 
to secure supplies. Neither the importers or 
makers look for any immediate radical change 
in the market, it being thought that a steady 
feeling will prevail for some time, and present 
prices be about the basis of transactions, Ex- 
tracts are still low, and the trading has been 
spasmodic, though on the whole, a fair busi-

In the Indigo Country. 


A correspondent writing from Segovia says: 
That portion of Nicaragua which stretches to 
the northeast from the shores of Lake Mana- 
gua is known as one of the best indigo grow- 
ing districts of the world. The climate is 
cooler than that of the plain of Leon, and 
continues growing so as one gradually as- 
cends the grade until he finds himself on the 
plateau of Segovia, where the days are always 
pleasant and the nights cold enough for fires. 
But a few leagues from Leon, on every side of 
the trail and as far as the eye can reach,a 
rich green undergrowth covers every cleared 
space, which much resembles the tender 
sprouts of the locust tree, and is what the na- 
tives call “jiquilite,” or the indigo plant. In 
planting it the richest soil is carefully cleared 
and burned over, trenches are dug two or

The Collection of Narcotic Herbs. 


About two months ago we gave a very in- 
teresting description of the manner of 
gathering fox glove on the Continent. The 
article was taken from the Chemist and Drug- 
gist, Which now supplements it with an ac- 
count of how some other narcotic herbs are 
collected, Obviously many of the particulars 
related concerning the gathering of digitalis 
leaves do not apply without equal force, if at 
all, to the collection of some other herbs of 
the same class, says Our contemporary. While, 
forinstance itis easy to procure fox glove 
jeaves of good quality and of fine appearance 
considerable difficulties stand in the way of 
obtaining from uncultivated plants of Datura 
stramonium leaves either good in quality or 
satisfactory as to quantity. 

Although Datura stramonium will be found 
here and there in clustered groups, or, as one 
may say settlements, yet it does not cover 
guch extensive areas as digitalis,and shows a 
tendency to become even more restricted in 
habitat, The plant seems to prefer wastes 
and more or less exposed situations; aud, as 
such land is much less frequently met with 
than the hilly forests which digitalis affects, 
its comparative scarcity is not difficult to 
understand. Further. stramonium isa slow- 
growing plant, and specimens may be found 
actually bearing flowers and fruit at the same 
time. The collector of folio stramonii is also 
ata disadvantage in that, even when he has 
found his plants, the leaves are few in num- 
ber,and that often some of them are found 
more or less damaged from lying upon the 
soil. Leaves of the finest appearance, tov, 
quickly become dull after gathering, and con- 
sequen ly, if the initial value of the crop is to 
be preserved, have to be dried at once, avoid- 
ing a8 much as possible all previous transport 
and storage. Even with the greatest care 
the stramonium leaves shrink unequally and 
become wrinkled and distorted in drying, 
owing partly to their natural structure. On

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the one hand, the nerves or prosenchymatous 
parts of the leaf are largely developed and 
strong, while the “intranerval” parenchyma 
issoft and succulent, losing very muchin 
weight during drying. These circumstances 
make it singularly diffidult to obtain good 
datura leaves. 

The disagreeable odor which is characteris- 
tic of the fresh leaves disappears during the 
drying, and the dry leaf has a by no means 
unpleasant narcotic odor. 

Manufacturers of asthma remedies, who are 
the largest buyers of stramonium leaves, ob- 
tain their consignments from the Black Sea 
coasts, which seem to be its home, and whence 
it has gradually spread over the rest of Eu- 
rope. It is believed and taught that the

mixed with those of datura, but those who

a little bouquet artistically surrounded by 
delicate ferns, the Adonis vernalis is one of 
the pretticst of flowers. It blossoms in the 
earliest spring, when only the Anemone syl- 
vestris throws up here and there its delicate 
white corolla, vying in grace and beauty with 
its more resplendent golden-hued relative. 
Where the Adcnis vernalis is found it will 
generally be met with in quantity, though 
not distributed over a very wide area. At 
one time such spots were the haunt of the 
botanist only, being remote from the public 


roadways in quiet nooks unknown to the 
ordinary forest wanderer. This all changed, 
however, when it was announced that the 
little ranunculaceous plant, connected by 
legend with a heart-affection of another and 
less dangerous kind, possessed virtues that 
would render it valuable in the treatment of 
dcaiacr diseases, 

The collection of the plant issimple enough. 
It takes _~ just when the flowering is 
over and the fruit is partially developed. It 
is then about one foot high, and is cut off 
close to the ground or uprooted. The drug is 
thus obtained at the period of highest physi- 
ological activity. 

Anemone pulsatilla grows abundantly al- 
most everywhere, including those areas where 
the Adonis vernalis just described is found. 
Nature, in fact, has arranged the association 
and succession of the two plants very con- 
veniently for the collector, as just the time 
for taking adonis is over, the best period for 
the collection of pulsatilla begins. Perhaps 
few plants exhibit such marked variations in 
ditferent districts as pulsatilla, and if the sys- 
tematic botanist ever makes a hobby of this 
species,he might be able to establish to his own 
satisfaction at least a dozen distinct variations 
it indeed he did not class them as distinct 
species. The whole plant is cut down and 
used fresh as it is for making the homcepathic 
tincture. The fresh juice is also expressed 
and used in the same department of medicine. 
Pulsatilla is sometimes in great demand, and 
in connection with this, as producing an effect 
upon the propagation of the whole species, 
we have to keep in mind that its use is of com- 
paratively recent date, so that the methods of 
collection are not matters of trausmission 
from generation to generation. Collection is, 
asarule, only undertaken by express order, 
and the crop is almost exclusively taken up 
by homceopaths and proprietors of patent 
medicines,
